Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, drawn to a composition for a mold used in forming 
micropatterns.

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Osawa et al. (US 
6,071,443) teach the common technical feature of the resin composition as recited in 
Claim 1 of the instant application ("Case 1" Column 9 Line 37 - Column 10 Line 6). 
Specifically, Osawa et al. teach a resin composition ("Case 1") containing 50 parts of an 
active energy curable urethane-based oligomer ("Urethane acrylate reaction product 2"), 
25 parts of a monomer reactive with the urethane-base oligomer ("Aronix M5700"), 0.5 
parts fluorine-containing compound ("Fluorad FC-430"), and 2 parts photoinitiator 
("Darocur 1173").
